BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION ' OFFICE OF PETITIONS 

1 , Field of the Invention 

The present invention relates to photoresist compositions and methods for 
preparation of same and, more particularly , to preparative metiiods that produce high 
5 resolution resists.

This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.10(c) filed 
September 4, 2001, which ie properly treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 1.10 (d) , requesting that the above- identified application 
be accorded a filing date of February 7, 2001, rather than the 
presently accorded filing date of February 8, 2001. 

Petitioners request the earlier filing date on the basis that the 
application was purportedly deposited in Express Mail service on 
February 7, 2001. In support, the petition is accompanied by a 
declaration of Deanna Rivernider, a legal assistant to attorney 
Peter Corless, and a copy of a facsimile letter from the United 
States Postal Service (USPS) confirming that the package in 
question was delivered to the PTO on February 8, 2001.
